of business 
sagacity, pursued decidedly loose m eth­ 
ods in the transaction of his jirivate 
business. 
He w as not positive of the 
nam es of several of his creditors and 
had no m em oranda with which to re­ 
fresh his m emory. 
Evidently he had 
no system of keeping a record of his 
financ ial transactions. 
U nder the bankruptcy laws th e tu rn ­ 
ing over by Bigelow of $300,000 worth 
of property as a restitutionary m eas­ 
ure to the- bank is null and void, the 
tra n sfe r having been m ade within four 
m on ths ol the filing of the petition in 
bankruptcy. 
This, however, will not 
affect the bank, the directors having 
m ore than m ade up the entire deflcien 
cv caused by the defalcations of the 
president. 
I .ate in the day Jud ge Andros a p ­ 
pointed the W isconsin T rust and S 
entity com pany receiver of the bank­ 
rupt e sta te of F rank G. Bigelow. 
It is reported that Bigelow is heav 
ily indebted to several 
well known 
M ilwaukeeans, whose nam es do not 
app ear in the 
schedules. 
A trustee 
will be appointed by the creditors of 
th e e sta te a«_ a meeting; about May 8.
